No lamps other than Mazpa lamps of the 
WestincHouse brand shall be considered in arriving at the price which the Purchaser agrees to pay for lamps 
purchased under this contract, nor shall the requirements of any other party be joined with those of the Pur- 
chaser for the purpose of determining the discount to which the Purchaser is entitled.

The Manufacturer expressly reserves the right to change said schedules, including the list prices, extra charges 
and rates and bases of discount, and to modify or eliminate sizes, types and classes, as it shall see fit and the 
schedules in their amended form shall be part of this contract. It is agreed, however, that whatever change 
or changes shall be made by the Manufacturer in the schedules, the net price to the Purchaser for the total 
quantity of lamps listed in the Manufacturer’s “Standard Price Schedules of Large Mazpa Lamps” which 
are purchased hereunder shall not exceed the net price therefor under the present schedules and that the net 
price to the Purchaser for the total quantity of all other lamps hereunder (including lamps listed in the Manu- 
facturer’s “Intermediate Price Schedules of Large Mazpa Lamps”) shall not exceed the net price therefor 
under the present schedules by more than fifteen per cent.

The Manufacturer agrees that should the lamps ordered and paid for by the Purchaser under this contract 
reach an amount entitling the Purchaser, in accordance with said schedules, to a discount greater than that 
used for billing, the Manufacturer will credit the Purchaser’s account with an amount equal to the difference 
between the price at which the lamps have been invoiced and the price to which the Purchaser is so entitled.
